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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant has argued that they do have 
support in the specification for a deposited crystalline film. The examiner disagrees. The specification recites, "when employing vacuum 
deposition methodologies, the crystalline structure of the deposited film affects the mechanical properties of the deposited film". 
Therefore, an exact crystal structure of an as deposited film is not supported, only the fact that the amount of crystallinity (or HOW much 
crystalline) in the film may be controlled, crystallinity broadly defined as from 0-1, 0 being amorphous, 1 being completely crystalline, 
and in between being semi-crystalline. There is only ONE mention in the specification of the word crystalline, when referring to the as 
deposited film, there is no disclosure as to how this is accomplished. It seems that the specification is referring the how crystallinity may 
be adjusted or controlled, not that a deposited film has been deposited in a specific crystalline state. 

The applicant has further argued that Whitcher (US 2003/001 8381 ) does not disclose minimizing precipitates in the grain structure or a 
deposited crystalline film. The examiner disagrees. The examiners position is believed to be adequately described in the final office 
action. Further, Whitcher clearly disclosed that a crystalline structure is preferred, and is formed upon deposition, see P001 1, P0038, 
P0040, P0043, P0048, P0049. Whitcher also clearly discloses filtering the metal during deposition to control the microstructure, thus 
inherently granular precipitates would be controlled, minimized, as they are part of the microstructure that would be filtered. . 
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
